REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


Sunapee schools have been conducted during the 
pcst vear with reasonable efficiency. The instruction 
and administration will not be touched upon here, but 
will be discussed in the reports of the Headmaster and 
Superintendent. 


The physical property has been kept in repair and 
certain improvements have been made but oniy in such 
cascs aS seemed most necessary. An office has been fit- 
ted up in the Center School for the special use of the 
Superintendent and Headmaster. This to some might 
seem a bit unnecessary but to get the most efficient 
work from all sources it seemed advisable. 


A hardwood floor and steel walls have been ad- 
ded to the Wendell School, while the Center School has 
had ceilings put in two rooms and other minor repairs. 


The fuel situation has hit us as hard as any 
private family in town. Our Center School was low on 
both wood and coal, which made necessary the purchase 
of soft coal. The heater was not especially designed 
for this sort of fuel hence conditions have not been ail 
that could be wished. We have not been obliged to 
close school at any time and the rooms have been kept 
comfortable. 


We feel reasonably satisfied in our teaching staff 
for the past year and justified in raising what salaries . 
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we did, thereby retaining teachers we could not easily 
replace. 


Transportation has been difficuit at times but we 
believe drivers have handled the situation as well as 
they could under the circumstances. We wish to close 
the contracts for transportation and janitor for next 
year June 30, 1923. We shall be glad to receive sealed 
bids at any time before that date.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the School Board of Sunapee: 


I hereby submit my seventh annual report of your 
schools for your consideration and approval. 


This year, 1922-23, has been, so far, one of the 
most satisfactory years we have had since I have been 
with you. Last year was also very gratifying. Ali of 
our teachers remained with us but two; Miss Reed, 
teacher at Georges Mills, and Miss Cleveland. one of 
our high school teachers. We were fortunate to secure 
Miss Ruth Hutchins of Colebrook for the Georges Mills 
school. She has had experience and training and 1s 
doing excellent work. The pupils are advancing in 
their studies and bid fair to pass their grades. 


Mr. Harold Barker of South Royaiton, Vermont 
was engaged to fill Miss Cleveland’s position. He has 
had a year’s experience and a college education and 
training and should make good. 


Our other teaehcrs all did good work last year. We 
expect even better work from them this year, and | 
am confident we shall not be disappointed. Each year 
must see an advance in our work or we have failed, 
what would have been a good school ten years ago 
would be a failure tday. Mr. Winship, the editor of 
the Journal of Education, says in one of his articles, 
“When we say Better Schools we imply no criticism 
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on the schools of yesterday or today, the conditions de- 
mand better schools. 


“Had the medical profession been as intelligent 
when Washimgion died as it was when Lincoin died he 
need not have died as he died when he died. flad sur- 
gery been as skiiful when Lincoln died as it was when 
Garfield died he need not have died as he died when he 
died. Had it been as modern when Gurfield dieu as it 
was when McKinley died he need not have died as he 
died when he died; and had it been as skilful when Me- 
Kinley died as it is today he need not have died when 
he died. 


“The education of today must be as far above the 
education of thirty years ago as a Fierce-Arrow is 
above an ox-team, as a non-stop flight of 2,000 miles is 
above Darius Green and his flying machine; as base- 
ball of today is above the Four year Old Cat of my boy- 
hood.” 


“Better schools are as necessary as city water 
works that have supplanted the cistern; as is the sewer 
system that has put the cess-pooi out of commission.” 


The writer was graduated from college twenty- 
one years ago. A person must know today to enter 
college as much French, mathematics, and history as 
he did to graduate from college then. 


Most people comparing the schools of today with 
those of thirty or fifty years ago, forget that then only 
the picked few attended higher institutions of learn- 
ing while today the large majority attend. A few of 
the more brilliant students studied law, medicine, and 
the ministry while the large majority obtained only 
2 Slight education in the ‘Three R’s.” Today the large 
majority complete the elementary school which is 
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equivalent at least to the first two year work of the 
high schools twenty years ago. 


The schools of tomorrow must be better than the 
schools of today. As society advances so must the 
schools keep pace. The schools must be so good that 
no child will be a community liability whether he comes 
from the home of the rich or the poor, the immigrant 
or the native. Every child must be taught how to 
learn. He should be taught how to play as well as how 
to work. 


Our state inspectors, including the Commissioner, 
Mr. Butterfield, who made us a visit about a year ago, 
say that our high school is one of the best of its size 
in the state, and that it has made great improvements 
during the last three or four years. Most of this is due 
to the teachers and principal but quite a little is due 
to the parents, who have made it possible through 
their generosity to properly equip our schools with 
apparatus, books and supplies, and to employ efficient 
teachers. Much of the success of the high school is 
also due to the thorough work that has been done in 
the grades. 

Improvements Made 


The Center building has been greatly improved by 
installing metal ceilings in the two rooms on the first 
fioor. The four school rooms now have meta! ceilings 
which adds much to their appearance and greatly im- 
proves the light. 


The hardwood floor installed in the Wendell scnool- 
house has added much to the appearance of the room 
and makes it much more healthful as it does away 
with much dirt and dust. 


There have been many other minor iumprove- 
ments made. |

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Improvements Recommended 


The corridors of the Central building need metal 


ceiling and the walls painted. 

The Collins schoolhouse should have two windows 
removed from the west side and put into the east side. 
This much more light is needed and it should come 
from the left side and rear of the pupils. The inside of 
this house needs to be painted and a metal ceiling in- 
stalled as the plastering is falling off. 


There are several minor repairs that need to be 
made. 


In closing I wish to thank all who have in any 
way helped to make our schools more efficient.

HEADMASTER’S REPORT 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


I hereby submit my third annual report of Suna- 
pee High School for your consideration and approval. 


The Center school opened Sept. fifth with an en- 
rollment of twenty high school, and twelve eighth 
grade pupils in the high school room. Later one more 
student joined the eighth grade class. 


At the time our school was inspected there had 
not been a single case of absence or tardiness in the 
eighth year class, and at the present there has been 
but six half days absences. The attendence of the 
High School, while it has been as good as a whole, has 
ene or two students whose health apparently necessi- 
tates their frequent absence, and consequently a poorer 
grade of work. 


Of the students who registered Sept. 5th, in the 
high school, one has moved from Sunapee, one left 
school on account of illness, one on account of dis- 
satisfaction on the part of the parent and two, or more, 
for other good reasons. 


The grade of work being done this year, as a 
whole, is far ahead of that which was being done four 
years ago. As the standing of our school advances we 
ought to attract more of our young people instead of 
having them drop out after completing the eight years 
of school work or upon reaching the age of sixteen, be- 
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yond which they cannot be compelled by law to attend ; 
with a little closer cooperation on the part of those in- 
terested I think it could be accomplished. 


In order that our boys and girls may be given up- 
to-date facts, and that those facts may be presented 
in the best possible way there has been held two week- 
iy conferences of the agricultural teachers of the State, 
at the New Hampshire State College. Many topics 
pertinent to agricultural teaching have been taken up 
by the group of teachers, by members of the faculty 
of the State College, and also from the members of 
the teaching force of Cornell University of Ithica, N. Y. 


In closing I again wish to thank those people who 
have tried with us to improve our schools, and hope 
that the future may be pleasant and profitable for our 
boys and girls of Sunapee.
